ORDINANCE NO. 115 
}ORDINANCE MAKING IT UNLAW- 

FUL IN THE TRANSPORTING OF 

DISKS, HARROWS. TRACTORS 

AND ANY MACHINERY OF ANY 

KIND OVER ANY COUNTY OR 

PUBLIC HIGHWAY IN THE 

COUNTY OF EL DORADO, WHICH 

WOULD BY THE TRANSPORTING 

THEREOF ON ITS OWN POWER 

OR OTHERWISE, MOVE, DAM- 

AGE OR IN ANY MANNER IN- 

JURE THE PAVEMENT OR OILED 

SURFACE ON SAID ROADS. 

The Board of Supervisors of the 
County of El] Dorado so ordain as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1: Every person who hauls, 
drives, transports any disk, harrow, 
tractor, or machinery of any kind or 
description over any county or public 
highway of the County of El Dorado, 
whereby the surface of the pavement 
and or oiled surface of said county or 
public highway is marred, cut or in any 
manner damaged is guilty of a mis- 
|demeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) 
nor more than one hundred dollars 
($100.00), or by imprisonment in the 
county jail, not less than ten (10) days, | 
|nor more than thirty (30) days. 

Section 2: All fines collected for vi« 
olation of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be paid into the general 
road fund of the County. 

Section 3: This ordinance shall take ' 
effect and be in full force and effect 
tfrom and after thirty days from its fi- 
na] adoption.
